Check postcard to ensure data has been entered correctly (client code, serial number, filing date, art 
unit, number of references.) Be sure enclosures on postcard match those on the transmittal letter. 
Initial postcard. 

Check transmittal letter to ensure all enclosures are listed and correct and that it is in duplicate. Check 
accuracy of fee calculations, if the IDS is being filed 3 months after filing date AND after first office, 
a check for $240.00 should be included.

ALT F3 to search for "POSSIBLE IDS". If this action exists, verify that IDS is being filed off a foreign 
search report. If it is, complete out Response Sent Dt. with mailing date of IDS and change "no" to 
"yes" for Completed 

F8 to modify. F5 to clear screen 

Enter PT for type, enter case number and USA for country code. 

For Action type, enter code MD DOCUMENT PTO. Enter the mailing date under the PTO DATE. 
Note that the system automatically calculates the next due dates. 
In remarks on the first line type:
